Instructions were issued 
by the Aboard to draft the regula- 
tions in' the form of an ordinance 
and subtnit'-them to the council for 
approval. 
The new regulations govern the 


extension of water service to resi^- 
dents living beyond the city limits 
who have wells. These residents 
are divided into two classes. Those 
residing- outside the city and within 
100 feet of an existing main are 
listed as class 1; those living be- 
yond this distance are 
placed in 


class 2. AlV\yi'll be first requested 
to sign a petition asking annexa- 
tion to the city beiore service is 
»dven them. 
Service connections will be made 


in class 1 for the same fee as that 
charged patrons in the city. 


Class 2 applicants must present 
a petition for service signed by a 
majority of the electors and the 
owners of one-half of the real es- 
tate in. assessed value in the terri- 
tory to be served.

A gain of 948,347 in church membership In the United 


States for the ytar 1922 Is shown by the annual church 
census prepared for the Christian Herald by Dr. H. K. 
Carroll, compiler of the first complete official census ot 
religions in the United States. 
The 1922 census Is pub- 


lished in the April 7 Issue of the ChristUn Hcrtia. This 
gain compnrcs ^yith an increase of 1,013,296 in church 
mmvbenhlp for 1921 and brings the fotiil number of 
church members in this country up to 44,663,684. 


Approximately sixty per cent of the total numerical 


strength is .included in the churches matonp up 
the 
Protestant Evangelical eroup, which" has a fatal of 27^.- 
256,001 communicants and recorded a gain of S2B.600 in 
1922. 
The ffain of the Roman Catholic Church wag 89,- 


016, on the basis of 15,478,099 communicants, or 85 per 
cent of the Catholic .population. 
The Eastern Orthodox 


group aggregating 625,944 communicants had it gain of 
32,500 for the year. .The Roman Catholic gain Is smaller 
than usual, due, perhaps; in part to revision in one of the 
larger centers and to restricted immigration. 


In the Protestant classification, the largest denomin- 


ational group is the Baptist, -which comes to the top of . 
the column with a g^ln at 305,597 for the year, nuking 
' the nunibcf of communicants in its fourteen bodies total 


8,303,824. 
The Methodist srroup of fifteen bodies drop* 


into second place, with a gain of 269,198 and a total mem- 


_ bershlp of 8,270,704. The eighteen Lutheran •rranizations 


recorded an increase of 58,83D and rank third wi*h a to- 
tal membership of 2,443,016, followed do»ely by the Pres- 
byterian group with 2,401,267 communicants and & gain of 
53,122 for the year. The Disciples of Christ, with 1,B5?,- 
713 members and a gain of 32,998, and the Protestant 
Episcopal, with a total membership of 1,129,613 and a gain 
of 36,808, make np the other Protestant groups having

Chnrch now has 84S318 members after making a jrain of 
10,0-17; and the Reformed group records a gain of 11,256 
and a total membership of 522,161.

1,'hippewa Man Gives Some Facts On The 


Cause Of The War. 


[To The Editor]—The defenders ol militar-. 


ism are busy, but they have a bad case on 
their hands, and they seem_ to know it, for- in- 
stead of coming out, straight with what they 
are lighting for, they are beating about the 
bush with all-kinds of subterfuges. 


Militarism offers too many opportunities for 


a certain class. In a militaristic system there 
is always a chance for graft even in times of 
peace, and if they can maneuver to inveigle a 
nation in war they can scoop up all there is 
and get a mortgage on the bare back of tho 
people for uncounted future -generations. 


When the common people begin'to be a lit- 


tle too insistent in their demands, a war will 
scramble the who!o thing. 
-Constitutions will 


be set aside, military laws. enacted in state 
and nation, and any one talking above a whis- 
per dragged Mi before a court that is scared 
stiff and that is the last he is heard of. 


But this they do not mention. 
But 'what they are worried about is the un- 


preparedness of tho nation. When the question 
about what lo be prepared for has been put 
squarely before them, the answers have been 
somewhat varied. An anti-militaris'.ic member 
of congress asked a militaristic member who 
he was going to fight. And he answered that 
we-might need an army for.defense against 
our own people, and1 there seems to be others 
thnt like to use the same argument. For their 
benefit I will stale, that according to history 
(I am quoting history), that towards the col- 
lapse of the Roman empire the emperors kept 
an army of 40,000 soldiers outside of the walls 
of the city for protection against the plebe- 
ians, but after a while the soldiers cut 
the 


head off from the emperor and carried it' on 
a pole through the streets, and sold the im- 
perial crown to the highest bidder. 
But the 


imperial crown and the head- it was placed on 
had become such an uncertain position that 
there were no bidders for it at all, and so they 
forced old Senator Nerva to become emperor, 
but six months later they separated him from 
his head, too, and that was just about the end 
of the glory of Rome. 
There 
are some of these militarists that go 


into lamentations over the big loss of lives 
among the American soldiers in the 
World 


war on. account of lack of training of officers 
and men, and that the laxity in military cir- 
cles from the Spanish war up to the World 
war was -to .blame for that, and that not one 
of those responsible for that was over at the 
front in the World war. 


May I ask: Were any of those that were re- 


sponsible for this country gelling into the 
World war over at the front1.' 
Hardly. They 


were loo busy piling up the millions, and what 
business did we have in the war? It has been 
shown in a thousand ways, that it was a mis- 
lake. It was not a mistake on the part of the 
instigators. They spent millions and hundreds 
of millions of dollars, hiring the most profes- 
sional liars in the country to supply their dir- 
ty newspapers with 
hysteria-producing 
lies. 


This country was drawn into the war by lies. 
It was a *Tvar to end all_w'ars,—it was 
for 


democracy and for liberty. It was a question 
where the life and death of civilization was 
involved, and as if their own efforts at this 
damnable propaganda were not enough, the 
British government in 1917 sent a delegation 
headed by lhat Irish journalistic acrobat from 
Fleet street, -Lord' Northcliff, 
over here, to 


work up enthusiasm for .England. That same 
delegation on their return to England reported 
that they had left 
5150,000,000 
and; 10,000 


agents in America in the interest of war prop- 
aganda. 


I have seen the statement made that if this 


country had not gone into the "war, that 
it 


would likely have been •& German province by 
now. 
.Such idiots do not know the first letter 


about European politics. I am not and never 
was, a pro-German. I never had any time for 
junkerism or imperialism (so that is disposed 
of). 
What Germany was- after was- a market 


for her ever-increasing- manufacturing indus- 
tries, and with that end in view Germany set 
out to build the Bagdad railroad so 'as to get 
the shortest route to the oriental market.

consin do for the feeble-minded? 


A. The 
state 
maintains 
two 


homes for ths feeble-minded, the 
Wisconsin- Home -for the Feeble- 
minded at Chippewa Falls with a 
present capacity of 1,168, and. the 
Southern Wisconsin Home for the 
Feeble-minded: and 
Epileptic 
at 


Union ' Grove with a present capa- 
city of 108.- The State Board of 
Control, which supervises the ad- 
ministration of these homes, has 
adopted the policy of treating tlie 
custodial 
cases at .the 
Chippewa 


home and the teachable 
cases 
at 


Union Grove. At the present time 
the two homes are utilized to capa- 
city. The average daily population 
for the year ending June 30, 1522, 
was, 1,051 at the Wisconsin home 
and 113 at the Southern Wisconsin 
home, the percentages of capacity 
used being 90 per cent and -104.6 per 
cent respectively. On Feb. 28, 1923, 
the inmates at the Wisconsin home 
numbered 612 males and 657 le- 
males, a total of 1069; at the South- 
ern Wisconsin home 
the 
figures 


were 46 males and 76 females, a 
total of 121. 
In its biennial report for 1921-2
